Cite Ex amples 
Internatio nal bankers cite the $12 
billio n o f U.S. sto cks held abro ad 
and the $11 billio n o f fo reign sto cks 
held here to po int the mo ral that 
to day the financial co mmunities o f 
the wo rld are perhaps as clo sely tied 
as 
are 
the internatio nal 
po litical 
po licies. 
While sto ck investments are the 
easiest to dispo se o f, direct invest­ 
ment by fo reigners in American busi­ 
ness also play an increasing ro le in 
the U.S. eco no my . Such Investm ent- 
fo reign co ntro lled enterprises here 
like Shell Oil, Upto n, Lever Bro th­ 
ers, Bo water Paper—has increased 
in value three M d in the past 20 
y ears. It no w’ to tals $7 5 billio n (this 
is in additio n to any co mmo n sto ck 
o wnership). 
Americans, ho wever, have abo ut 
five times that big a direct invest­ 
ment in business ente prises abro ad. 
Such assets no w to tal $34.7 billio n.

WASHINGTON (ZP)—The Ne gro in Ame rica ha s ma de 
more progre ss in the pa st 2 5 ye a rs— towa rd e qua l tre a tme nt 
with white s— tha n in the re st of this country’s history. He 
still ha s a long wa y to go, both in the North a nd the South. 
Only about 25 per cent of Negroes 
eligible lo vote in ll Southern states 
have been registered to do so. 
Only about one-third of the public 
school districts in the 17 Southern 
and border states have been desegre­ 
gated to some degree. And Negroes 
frequently complain of discrimination 
in some Northern school districts. 
A little more than half the tax- 
supported colleges and universities in 
the 17-state Southern and border area 
have been desegregated rn practice 
or principle. 
Yet the constitutional provisions to 
give Negroes undiscriminated equal 
treatment in voting a nd 'the usual 
.spheres of living have been on the 
books almost KHI years, the 14th and 
lath Amendments. 
But the Supreme Court in the lat­ 
ter part of the 19th century boiled 
the meaning out of these protections 
for the Negro. 
Famous De cision 
In 1896 it handed down a famous 
decision saying it was all right to 
segregate Negroes so long as they 
got treatment equal to that of whites. 
It was the doctrine of separate but 
equal. 
It was too much for one justice, 
John Al. Harlan, who protested in 
a dissenting opinion “ our Constitution 
is color blind.” It was to be 58 years 
before the men on the Supreme Court 
of 
another day—1954—agreed 
with 
Harlan and reversed the ruling of 
1 8 9 6 . 
The first chipping away at the 
1896 decision came in 1917 in a deci­ 
sion which for some odd reason has 
been generally ignored in books on 
tile court. 
That year the court knocked out 
a Louisville city ordinance separating 
white and Negro residential districts 
because, the court said, it denied Ne­ 
groes the equal protection guaranteed 
by the 14th Amendment of 1868. 
Jolts Began in 1938 
But this didn’t really jolt segrega­ 
tion. The jolts began in 1938 when 
Missouri, which had no law school 
for Negroes, refused to let a Negro 
enter the state’s white law school. 
The court — harping back to that 
separate but equal doctrine of 1896 
—said Missouri was treating the Ne­ 
gro unequally when it barred him 
from the white school without pro­ 
viding hun with one for Negroes. 
’Hie court didn t say segregating the 
Negro in a Negro school was unlaw­ 
ful. 
In short, 
it 
still stuck to 1896.

Other decisions of this nature fol­ 
lowed, with the court always duck­ 
ing the central question: Isn’t segre­ 
gation by its very nature unequal 
under the 14th Amendment? 


The court finally faced the ques­ 
tion in 1954 when, in one of its truly 
momentous 
decisions, 
it 
ordered 
public schools desegregated with a 
ruling 
that 
knocked out 
the 
1896 
decision completely by saying sep­ 
arate means unequal. Many other 
steps followed in many fields, always 
slowly. 


The court has ruled out segre­ 
gation on buses and trains. 


Congress in 1957 and I960, for the 
first 
time in this century, passed 
civil rights laws to give Negroes 
more protection, especially in voting.

U. S. to Fire 
High Altitude 
Test Soon 
MARKETS 


WASHINGTON (JR — The United 
States plans to set off another missile- 
launched nuclear test miles above the 
Pacific on Sunday or Monday. 
The Atomic Knergy Commission 
announced W'ednesdav that a sub­ 
megaton device—of less force than 
a million tons of TNT—would be 
triggered at an altitude of “ tens of 
kilometers.” 
A kilometer is .6 2 of a mile which 
would put detonation at somewhere 
above six miles. 
The AEC did not .specify that the 
device would be carried aloft by a 
missile but all the previous high 
altitude tests attempted in the Johns­ 
ton Island range have been with Thor 
missiles. 
The successful shot was of more 
than a megaton in power and was 
exploded more than 200 miles high. 
That massive thermonuclear explo­ 
sion was visible for thousands of 
miles, temporarily disrupted com­ 
munications and created a radiation 
belt ringing the earth that has dam­ 
aged at least three satellites.

Yankee Star

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. 


(JP) — Tom Tresh always 
wanted to be a big league 
ball player like his dad, but 
not a catcher. 


“ Dad was afraid it would waste my 
speed,” he said. 


Young Tom—son of former Chicago 
White Sox catcher Mike Tresh—be­ 
came the left fielder for the New 
York Yankees. But he only needed 
speed enough to jog around the bases 
Wednesday, after he blasted a three- 
run homer at Yankee Stadium that 
won the fifth game of the World 
Series against the San Francisco 
Giants. 


Tresh blasted Jack Sanford’s sec­ 
ond pitch into the right field seats 
in the eighth inning, with two men 
on and the score tied 2-2, to play the 
hero’s role. 


“ I was choked up on the bat, just 
trying for a base hit, especially with 
him (Sanford) pitching,” said Tresh. 
“ But he threw me a fast ball right 
down the pipe. I was sure surprised 
to see it. because I hadn’t seen any­ 
thing like that off him in two games. 


“ When I saw where the ball was, 
I took a good cut. I thought it was 
gone all the way. It was the biggest 
hit of my life.” 


Tresh, 23, a rookie, won the Yankee 
shortstop job this spring and spent 
half the season there until the reg­ 
ular occupant, Tony Kubek, returned 
from military service. Then he was 
shifted to left. 


He hit .286 during the season, with j 
20 home runs. He leads the Yankee 
hitters in the series, with .400. 


Tom’s father, mother and wife 
were in the stands when he pounded 
out his first World Series homer, and 


the elder Tresh was called to die 
clubhouse after the game. 
“ Where were you sitting?” he was 
asked. “ I wasn’t sitting, I was jump­ 
ing up and dowm. This was a bigger 


thrill than anything I ever did,” said 
Mike, now 49, who never played in a 
World Series during his 12-season 
career with the White Sox and Cleve* 
land Indians.

ALBANY, N.Y. <J P)—The six -y ea r-o ld seda n hurtled 
do wn a ra in-swept ro a d in ea rly -mo rning da rkness, swerv ed 
suddenly o ut o f co ntro l, whipped fro m o ne side o f the ro a d 
to a no ther a nd sla mmed into a tree. 
Six young men lay dead in the 
wreckage. A seventh died within 
hours. There were no survivors. 
Two of the victims were IS years 
old Three were 19 and two were 20. 
The Vermont state police report 
said; “ A strong odor of intoxicants 
was detected on all but one of the 
victims. Investigation disclosed these 
young men had traveled to New 
York State and were in a hotel and 
restaurant previous to returning to 
Vermont.” 
That accident is one of the more 
dramatic reasons why New York is 
being pressed by neighboring states 
to change its liquor laws which now 
permit sale of liquor to 18-year-olds. 
They want New York to raise the 
minimum to 21. 


Studying Issue 


A legislative committee has been 
studying the issue and will make 
recommendations by Dec 15. 
All indications now are that New 
York State will retain its 
minimum. 
Those advocating a 21-year-level 
offer two main arguments. 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New 
Jersey appeared at a public hearing 
in Albany with a statement repre­ 
sentative of the views of officials of 
states bordering on New York. 
“ For as long as that (18-year) law 
remains, young people will be lured 
to this state from other states for the 
purpose of drinking, legalized drink­ 
ing, and will later suffer death, need­ 
less death,” Hughes said. 
The Rev. Dan M Potter, executive 
director of the Protestant Council of 
the City of New York, presented a 
view shared by the state’s Protestant 
organizations, and by such groups as 
the New York State Congress of 
Parent-Teacher Associations. 
‘ Because the drinking teen-ager 
becomes involved in various crimes 
from joyriding to disturbing the
